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A terrible calamity is reported from Longue Point, near Montreal. <A lunatic asylum 
containing 1,000 inmates has been almost totally destroyed by fire, and 150 of the poor 
creatures were burned to death in their cells. | 

Nzw York, Sunday, May 4th.—A hurricane has passed over Willspoint, Texas, dam- 
aging every house in the town, and causing the death of two persons. Several others 
were injured. — 

New York, May 3rd.—Senator James Durnie Beck, of Kentucky, died from fatty 
degeneration of the heart, falling down suddenly in the Baltimore and Potomac Station, 
Washington, D.C., while talking with friends. He will be buried beside his wife at 
Lexington. The deceased was born in 1822 in Dumfries. 

NewaRk, New Jersey, May 7th.—An outbreak of cholera is feared in this city. 
Several cases are reported of the dread disease, and one fatality has occurred, The 
municipal authorities have ordered various vacant lots in the city to be cleared of gar- 
bage, and disinfectants have been placed in all public buildings. 

A New To THE NorkTH is reported from Christiania that Dr. 
Nansen has petitioned for a Government subsidy of 200,000 crowns for a new North Pole 
expedition to set out in February 1892, round Asia and the Behring Strait. In the 
mechanical workshop of Akers a plan of the whaling ships used at Tonsberg and Sande- 
fiord’ has been made for Dr. Nansen as the most practical ; the crew is to be at the most 
twelve men, more or less scientifically educated. The captain will be Otto Svirdrup, 
who has made the voyage to Greenland before. The ship will be only 170 tons burden, but 
will be coaled and provisioned for five years. At the last station before the Behring Strait 
coals again will be taken in. The total fands required are about 300,000 crowns, of which 
sum Dr, Nansen will obtain by private means 100,000 crowns. 

A great demonstration of the London Trades Couneil, the Central Committee, and the 
Social. Democratic Federation took place Sunday afternoon, May 4th, in Hyde Park, 
London. The demonstration is acknowledged on all hands to be the largest ever seen in the 
metropolis, the pamber present being computed at 250,000. The London Trades Council 
numbered eight sections ; the Social Democratic Federation had two platforms ; and the 
Central Committee, the leiter being advocates'ot legal eight day took up their 
position at, five platforms. The processionists assembled on the Thames Embankment, 
and marched by specified routes to Hyde Park. One division, marching six abreast, 
coaupied (wo hours and a quarter in passing # given point, and another cocupied an hour 
and a. quarter.

| No sound reason or motive can be assigned why ketheaien Saints: 
should advocate their principles, save the indubitable certainty of: the 
teuth. When a multitude of persons who, prior to their embracing “Mor-: 
monism,” are known by their best friends to be men and women. of sound: 
reason and of upright walk in life, embrace a religion which in many 
respects is contrary to all the principles of their education, and when, 
after the most diligent and searching enquiry, they forsake the traditions: 
of a lifetime; and resolutely adhere to the truth of the religion revealed 
to them, some more feasible explanation must be given, tthe a: oer 
are either impostors or the victims of imposition. 

‘The reason for this certainty, is the testimony which God gives to duals 
who conform to His will. As this testimony is of the most weighty and: 
eternal importance, is it conceivable that men and women would continue 
to bear it, did it not carry the stamp of truth upon the face of it? And 
can we suppose that such a multitude of persons, of different ages and 
nationalities—who are admitted by even their enemies to be otherwise of 
an eminently sensible and judicious disposition—should not be able to 
discover the falsity of their testimonies at some time, if there were a possi-:

than we do, let us bid adieu to humanity and adore the brutes, since. those’ 
whose judgments would then be true, live nearest to the brutes! It will: 
thus be seen how preposterous is the assumption that our testimonies are. 
false, And since they are not false, they must inevitably be true. | 

The one great reason why “ Mormonism” is so vehemently and unscreu-. 
pulously opposed, is because its precepts stand as a stern censor of the 
wickedness of the inclinations of men. And shall we be asked to believe: 
that it were possible for an imposition, no matter how cunningly devised 
or skilfully propounded, to have prevailed in the world for sixty years, — 
when the most potent and subtle intellects of that period have bent all 
their energies and ingenuity to suppress it? And if it be such a clever. 
imposition, how does it come that all the world agrees that “Mormons”. 
are a society of poor, weak, t:gnorant, and inconsiderable men? And how. 
ig it that:it thrives so well under such fierce opposition?. It is a strange: 
yeti very significant evidence of the truth of “ Mormonism,” that all- other: 
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sects, bitterly though they oppose each other—what irony: to. call. .them 
Christians!—suspend their mutual warfare, and join hands in a universal 
onslaught on “Mormonism.” If we judge—as we are justified in judgin 
—Christianity(?) by its fruits, we can easily understand the source from 
which the opposition to the Saints comes. Amongst those who call them- 
selves Christians, it is true that from the pulpit virtue is praised, and vice 
is censured; piety is perhaps applauded, and profaneness condemned, 
- But their homage is paid to Religion as a generality—perhaps, also, to 
Morality. With Christianity as distinct from these, however, there is 
but little acquaintance. They have been enabled to perceive some vague, 
superficial characteristics, which distinguish them from other religions, 
Of the cause and consequence, the relations and practical uses of true 
Christianity, they possess but few, if indeed any, ideas at all.
